Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of Matey et al. (US 5,649,021 ) relates to generally to control apparatus and 
method for detecting an object within the field of view of an imager (video cameras) and 
controlling a instrument based on the signals generated by the imager see field of 
invention. The closest prior art failed to teach or suggest for computerized system for 
editing a video presentation to provide an area for a virtual advertisement, comprising: 
input apparatus for selecting a region appearing in a seguence of frames in the video 
presentation; and a software routine for analyzing the selected region: wherein the 
software routine prepares a pixel signature for the selected region by averaging the 
RGB values of pixels in the selected region and applying a deviation factor.
